Ul'ON  the  receipt  of  the  recommendations  from 
a reconvened  Conference  of  representatives  of 
employers  and  employees  in  the  telephone  and  tele- 
graph occupation,  together  with  representatives  of 
the  public,  called  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“ Minimum  Wage  Act,”  and  held  on  the  3rd  and 
4th  days  of  February,  1920,  at  Vancouver,  B.C., 
which  recommendations  are  as  follows : — 

Recommendations  of  the  Conference. 

“ 1.  That  the  telephone  occupation  is  one  in 
which  apprentices  are  not  usually  employed. 

“ 2.  That  in  these  recommendations  the  expres- 
sion : — 

“(a.)  ‘Telephone  and  telegraph  occupation’ 
shall  include  the  work  of  all  persons  employed 
in  connection  with  the  operating  of  the  various 
instruments,  switchboards,  and  other  mechanical 
appliances  used  in  connection  with  telephony  and 
telegraphy,  and  shall  also  include  the  work  of  all 
persons  employed  in  the  business  or  industry  of  the 
operation  of  the  telephone  or  telegraph  systems 
who  are  not  governed  by  any  other  order  of  the 
Minimum  Wage  Board  specifying  a minimum  wage: 

“ ( b.)  ‘Experienced  female  employee’  means  one 
who  has  worked  in  the  telephone  or  telegraph  occu- 
pation for  a period  of  at  least  nine  (9)  months: 

“(c.)  ‘Inexperienced  female  employee’  means 
one  who  has  worked  in  the  telephone  or  telegraph 
occupation  for  a period  of  less  than  nine  (9) 
months : 

“(d. ) ‘Emergency  period’  means  a period  dur- 
ing which  the  hours  of  labour  for  any  female 
employee  in  the  telephone  or  telegraph  occupation 
may  be  extended.

(8)  hours  in  any  one  day,  nor  more  than  forty- 
eight  (48)  hours  in  any  one  week ; and  every 
female  employee  shall  have  one  (1)  full  day  off 
duty  in  every  week.

Section  14  of  the  Act  provides  that:  “If  any 
employee  is  paid  less  than  the  minimum  wage  to 
which  she  is  entitled  under  this  Act,  the  said 
employee  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  her 
employer,  in  a civil  action,  the  balance  between 
the  amount  of  the  minimum  wage  and  the  amount 
paid,  together  with  costs  and  solicitors’  fees,  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Court.”

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by_  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
2867  ”. — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by

after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Commitee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the

extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

S2.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches.

By  Rule  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.
